Early Evening Turning Ban to 
End at 9——-Some Commercial 
Traffic Will Be Permitted. 


WIDER: REVISIONS POSSIBLE 


Commissioner Promises to Consider 
Trolley Plan and Narrowing Zone 
—-Has Sharp Words With Harriss. 


Police Commissioner Whalen made 
four modifications in his theatre- 
zone traffic’ plan yesterday, but pro- 
served its basic features. 

The changes, which become effec- 
tive tonight, ‘were announced at the 
close of a meeting with representa- 
tives of midtown civic associations 
who had come to ask for many 
things and who left congratulating 
themselves on having won so much. 

Tke commissioner promised to 
“take under consideration’? more 
drastic revisions than those he had 
granted on the spot, but made it 
clear that the figures of, business 
losses, which the representatives of 
midtown merchants laid to the new 
traffic rules, were unconvincing to 
a former department store head. 


Time of Rules Altered. 


These were the changes which Mr. 
Whalen ordered—changes with which 
motorists in the theatre district 
must familiarize themselves before 
this evening: ‘ 

1. The ban upon ‘right, and left 
turns in the area froth MPorty-sép- 
ond to. Fiftieth -Stpget) betWeen 
Sixth and Eighth Avenues, hecomes 
effective at 8 P. M. as usual, but 

-ends.at.9.--instead of 9:30, until 
10:30 when it’again becomes effec- 
tive until midnight. 

2. Parking, which formerly was 
forbidden in the zone between 
Fifth and Ninth’ Avenues from 
Thirty-ninth to Fifty-second Street 
from 7 P. M. to 9:30°and from 
10:30 to midnight, now is allowed 
until 7:45¢and after 9, with the 
latter half of the restricted: period 
unchanged. 

3. Commercial vehicles will be_al- 
lowed in the zone until 7:45 and be- 
tween 9 and 10:30 P. M. 

4. Commercial vehicles having 
legitimate: and necessary business 
in the zone’at other times will re- 
ceive Police Department permits 
and their drivers will be required 
to show them upon ‘entering and 
leaving. 


Will Consider Other Changes. 


‘We can make these revisions 
now,’’ Mr.’ Whalen told the confer- 
ence which met in his office, ‘‘with- 
out interfering very much with the 
major highlights of the plan.” 

The commissioner started to ad- 
journ the meeting but Robert N. 
King, chairman of the Protective 
Traffic Committee, was on his feet. 

“T understand you will take into 
consideration the other  sugges- 
tions?’’ he asked. 

“Oh yes,’’ said Mr. Whalen, “we 
will take into consideration the other 
suggestions made by the Broadway 
Association and your group.”

Harriss Explains His Plan. 


Dr. John A. Harriss, president of 
the Broadway Association, explained 
his plan to re-route surface cars 
using Broadway and Seventh Ave- 
nue, to turn those thoroughfares in- 
to one way streets from Fifty-ninth 
to Thirty-fourth Street. He brought 
maps with him to illustrate his pro- 
posal and other maps to show the 
circuitous. routes which the no-turn 
rule imposed upon motorists wishing 
to go. from one point to another in 
the restricted area.

HOOVER CONFERS 
ONDRY LAW BOARD 


He Consults Mitchell and Borah 
on Personnel and Program 
for Authorized Survey. 


MAY NAME J. R. GARFIELD 


Spokesmen: of Prohibition Or- 
ganization Felicitate Him and 
Back Enforcement Plans.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
personnel and program of research 
for the commission authorized by 
Congress .to make a national survey 
in the interests of recommending 
improvement in law enforcement, 
particularly of the Volstead act, were 
discussed today by President Hoover 
in conference with Attorney General 
Mitchell, his luncheon guest, and 
with Senator Borah, a caller during 
the morning. Senator Borah after- 
ward stated that the President 
would soon select the members of 
the commission. 

Senator Borah, in his visit at the 
White House, not only briefly’ dis- 
cussed the aspects of prohibition but 
conferred: on the Mexican revolution, 
it was revealed. According to Mr. 
Borah, the commission is. designed 
not, only to study prohibition but.t6 
go into all features of jurisprudence 
and endeavor to find some remedy 
for the lack of law enforcement in 
the country. He said that this was 
also President Hoover’s conception. 

Garfield May Be Named. 


The commission will consist of law- 
yers and students of crime and, as 
far as possible, will not contain mem- 
bers who may be regarded as holding 
fixed views onthe Voilstead. act. 
James R. Garfield is being discussed 
as a probable member, it was_ said. 

As soon as all the members se- 
lected have indicated: a willingness 
to’ serve, the commission will be an- 
nounced. The administration ‘desires 
to have a thorough study made of 
this problem so that it can be ready 
for presentation to Congress in 
December. 

In the meantime, it is expected that 
the law-enforcing agencies of the 
government may become more zeal- 
ous-and that the Federal judges will 
attempt to expedite the trial of those 
indicted under the Volstead act, ap- 
plying the radical penalty imposed 
under the Jones act enacted in the 
last Congress. This makes the maxi- 
mum penalty for violation of the pro- 
hibition law five years’ imprisonment 
or $10,000 fine or both. 

The .important place which the 
prohibition question is assuming in 
the affairs of the new ‘administra- 
tion was further exémplified in a 
memorial which was presented to 
President Hoover on behalf of thirty- 
one national prohibition and law en- 
forcement organizations. It pledged 
unqualified support in the execution 
of Mr. Hoover’s pre-election pledges 
on the dry law. 

This memorial was contained in a 
leather-bound: volume. It was pre- 
sented by the Rev. Dr. Daniel A. 
Poling of New York, representing a 
committee of the Oaganizations. The 
memorial reads: 

**We felicitate you upon your elec- 
tion to the Presidency of the United 
States. We congratulate the.Ameri- 
can people.

CHICAGO, March 6.—After a final 
check-up of proxies the supporters of 
John D.’ Rockefeller Jr, were ‘confi- 
dent tonight that they had won their 
fight to eliminate Colonel Robert W. 
Stewart from the management of the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 

The Rockefeller committee: will go 
into the annual meeting of stock- 
holders at Whiting, Ind.; tomorrow 
prepared to vote about 5,400,000 of 
the 9,237,469 shares outstanding. The 
committee which is ‘seeking to re- 
elect Colonel Stewart as‘ a’ director 
and chairman will ‘attempt /to” vote 
in one: block something” niore’ than 
3,000,000 shares. ‘Part of: the res 
maining stock will be ‘voted by in- 
dividual holders who ‘prefer to cast 
their own ballots from the floor. 

There is a possibility that the pres- 
ent calculations of both the: Recke- 
feller and Stewart groups will be up- 
set through the challenging of 
proxies,.but the Rockefeller interests 
were proceeding today on the theory 
that victory is certain ‘for their side.

IT LEAVES US WHOLLY ‘FREE 


lf We Did Not Wish to Submit 
Case to World Tribunal 
We Could Withdraw.

GENEVA, March 6.—The Associat- 
ed Press receivéd tonight the text’ of 
the already famous formula prepared 
by Elihu Root as a method for bring- 
ing about adhesion of the United 
States to the World Court of Inter- 
national Justice. 

Statesmen gathered at Geneva for 
the Council meeting of the League of 
Nations have. discussed the formula 
and agreed that it formed a good 
basis for further consideration of the 
resérvations made by the United 
States Senate which, hitherto. have 
not been accepted iby other” nations. 

The formula’ is’ entitled’ “‘A sug- 


-gested redraft of Article IV of the 


Protocol of 1926.”’ It should be read 
in the light of that protocol which 
was ‘drafted..by a conference’ of sig- 
natories to the International Court. 

That conference rejected the Fifth 
American Reéservation, declining to 
give the United. States an unre- 
stricted veto privilege on, advisory 
opinions by the court when the 
American Republic’ found | itself es- 
pecially interested in the question 
propounded. The Protocol, instead, 
gave an American objection the same 
force and effect as would attach to 
a vote of a league: member in either 
the Assembly or the Council. of the 
league. 

The idea behind this was that the 
signatories to the Court did not know 
whether opinions should be requested 
from ‘the Tribunal by a majority or 
by a unanimous vote of, the League 
Council. 

Article IV also provided that the 
manner in which American consent 
would be given to an advisory opin- 
ion should be arranged’: ‘by negotia- 
tions between the United States Gov- 
ernment and the Council of the 
League.

The Court shall not, without the 
consent of the United States of 
America, render'an advisory opin- . 
ion touching any dispute to which 
the United States is a party.

Lone Youth Holds U p Eight in Queens Bank; 
Escapes With eb as Volley of Shots F ot 





A roughly dressed young man, with 
face masked by a handkerchief, en- 
tered the Springfield Branch. of. the 
Bank of the Manhattan Company in 
Queens yesterday afternoon, held up 
the manager, and escaped with 
$2,500.. He fled in a small closed 
automobile, driven by an accomplice. 
The car was parked during the hold- 
up at the corner fifty feet north of 
the bank. 

The bank is on Springfield Boule- 
vard, in the business section of 
Springfield Gardens, which consists 
of a dozen one and two-story stores, 
Melvin Golder, manager of the bank, 

was at the paying téller’s: window; 
alti the place of Everett Saow, 
who had gone to lunch, when the 
hold-up occurred. William. Worst, the 
receiving teller, was at the next win- 
dow, and Martha Pineman; ‘note 
teller, was at a third window at the 
back of the bank. Five persons were 
in the outer part of the bank as the 
robber entered. 

The man ‘was not observed until 
he stood.at, the window behind which 
was Mr, Golder. The hold-up man 
brandished. a pistol in one hand, 
while he carried a small leathér bag 


in the other. He. swung his pistol 


about the bank, covering the eight 
\persons who’ were there, and at the

the window to Golder. 
Two of the five customers were

MEXICO CITY, March 6 (#).—A 
speedy end of the rebellion was pre- 
dicted in an official government bul- 
letin issued this evening. 

The bulletin said that General 
Aguirre, in Vera Cruz, had been de- 
serted by most of his soldiers, who 
had returned to the support of the

“Colonel Puga, commanding the 
Forty-fourth Regiment, which went 
into rebellion with General Aguirre, 
has just returned to the Federal 
forces, rejoining the loyal troops of 
General Miguel M. Acosta. Another 
colonel who had gone with General | 
Aguirre has arrived at Orizaba with 
forty’ men, and has placed them 
under government orders. 


Easy Advance Predicted. 


“General Acosta will be able to ad- 
vance rapidly upon the city of Vera 
Cruz, where loyal troops of the Fif- 
tieth Regiment are fighting rebels 


of the Third Battalion. He will be 
able to reach Vera Cruz without dif- 
ficulty, and. thus the pacification of 
the entire State will be consum- 
mated. 

“‘In the north General Escobar fled 
precipitately from: Monterey on the 
approach of the Federals, going in 
the direction of Saltillo.

EL PASO, March 6 (#).—Advices 
received at the Mexican Consulate at 
Laredo, Texas, late today, said that 
General Gonzalos Escobar, rebel 
leader reported retiring from Mon- 
terey, was almost surrounded by three 
loyal armies. The advices came to 
Rafael de la Colina, the Mexican Cen- 
sul, from General Enrique Torres, at 
present in command at Nuevo Laredo.

27 in the metallurgical research lab- 
oratory of the Guggenheim brothers 
at 202d Street and Tenth Avenue, 
where he was employed as a helper. 

A few hours after the body was 
discovered, police began a search for 
James Baker, a former submarine 
sailor, who had been employed in 
the laboratory and had left there 
three weeks before Gaw was em- 
ployed. A crude burglary of the

The 
Pacific Coast, too, with timber re- 
sources that not long ago were re- 
garded as inexhaustible, is rapily go- 
ing the way Michigan has gone. 

“Unless we do something to meet 
this situation we will be confronted 
with climatie changes that will com- 
pel disagreeable changes in our mode 
of living. The recent Mississippi 
floods were due in large measure to 
the lack of forest growth about the 
headwaters of that mighty river. Un- 
less we do something and do it 
promptly farms that once were fer- 
tile will become useless ite, Hows the 
lowering of the water level eath 
the surface. Farms are dependent 
unm irrigation. $ 

“Nobody in this State has been 
doing an about this matter 
until the chairman of the Refores-| 
tation Commission took it up in @ 
serious way. It is, in my opinion, the 
most im: t piece of work we 
have undertaken the last genera- 
tion I think in these two bills the 
subject has been tackled in the most 
practical way.

PARIS, March 6.—It is becoming 
clearer every day that the bankers 
and economists who more than ‘three 
weeks ago began the voluntarily ac- 
cepted task of trying to find a defi- 
nite solution of the reparations prob- 
lem are prisoners of their govern- 
ments, of which they are technically 
independent but from whose de- 
mands they. cannot escape. 

Day by day they have elaborated 
their mechanism for payment. They 
have studied every aspect of the sit- 
uation. They have established gen- 
eral principles of how payments in 
cash can be made without upsetting 
the whole financial structure of the 
country’ which pays,’ how deliveries 
in kind can be made without adverse- 
ly affecting the economic situation 
of other countries, how of the 
debt can be commercialized and 
how a clearing house for the issu- 
ance of bonds for the collection of 
all annuities and their distribution 
to the creditors can be made. But 
they still cannot establish the dimen- 


sions ia the house which they are 
trying to build. 


Things That Must Be Considered. 
On the one side they must take 
into account the Balfour plan and 
M. Poincaré’s demand that enough 
be forthcoming from Germany to pay 
France’s debts to England and 
America with sufficient left over to 


pay for restoration of the devastated 
districts. On the other side they are 
faced with the fact that the German 
experts will not take the. responsi- 
bility of naming any figure. They 
declare. privately that it must be 
their government which must take 
that responsibility, and they argue 
that th government is. weak and 
cannot-take a decision. 

It was hoped by some here that 
a kind of horsee trade would be 
made between M. Briand and Dr.

BERLIN, March 6.—The Reich’s 
Office of Statistics has just pub- 
lished a report on ‘assessments for 
taxation’’ which is considered an 
authentic statement regarding Ger- 
many’s wealth at the close of the 
year 1927.. From the figures given 
it would seem that no great Euro- 
pean people excepting Russians suf- 
fered such enormous losses. 

In 1913 German wealth assessed for 
contribution to the so-called treasure 
of defence amounted to 157,000,000,- 
000 marks. Today only 98,000,000,000 
of German wealth can be taxed. In 
the..same time the number of Ger- 
man..mark. millionaires dwindled 
from 15,000 to 2,300. Before the war 


there were 229 Germans possessing 
each -10,000,000 marks or more, now 
there are 33.

MURDERS AND SUICIDES 
ROSE.IN CITY LAST YEAR 


Dr. Norris: Records an Increase 
of 151 Over 1927 Total— 
Manhattan Far in Lead. 





Murders and. suicides increased in 
this city last year, compared with 
1927, according to the annual report 
of Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medica) 
Examiner. The report shows an in- 


crease of 27° murders over 1927. 
There were 399 last year and 872 
the year before. 

Last year 1,245 persons committed 
suicide, an increase of 124 over 1927. 
Violent deaths from all causes in 
peg totaled 6,224, against 6,026 


Deaths by automobiles decreased 
from 972 in 1927 to 916 last year. 
These figures are included in the re- 
port under the heading of ‘‘Highway 
Accidents,’’ which totaled 1,306 for 
1927 and which decreased last yeur 
to 1926. 

During last year 1,061 persons died 
through falls, 72 through elevator 
accidents, 594 from asphyxiation, 519 
from drowning, 184 from poisoning 
taken mostly through errors, and 378 
were burned to death. Other violent 
deaths were due to ‘‘miscellaneous’’ 
causes: 

Manhattan reported nearly one-half 
the violent mee in the city, ‘the 
Broce bein 079, against 1,749. for 

: ‘a much larger popu- 
lation, oh, Hg also had more 
murders than all other boroughs. 
There: were, 257 in Manhattan, 92 in 
Brooklyn, 23 in the Bronx, 22 in 
Queens and 5 in Richmond, Brook- 
lyn had an increase of 5 in the 
year, Manhattan 37 and Richmond 
1. Both Bronx and Queens showed a 
jdecrease, 10 for. the Bronx and 6 
for Queens.

‘fumbling in’ his touch: » Besaiotelke 
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PRESS AND PRESIDENT. 


On the day after ‘his inauguration 
President Hoover held his first press 
conference at the White House. Two 
hundred newspaper men attended; 
it seemed to their host’ that “‘ the 
whole press of the United States” 
had given him the honor of a call. 
Certainly the whole press is inter- 
ested in the development of such 
contacts with the President, and will 
welcome anything he can do to put 
these semi-weekly meetings on a 
footing of greater authority and use- 
fulness, Already he has asked the 
Washington correspondents to join 
with him in working out a plan. 
Manifestly, none can succeed without 
their cooperation, and it is fitting 
that. they should be consulted in 
advance, 

The President has several chan- 
nels through which he can make his 
mind and purposes known to the 
public. His messages to Congress 
afford an opportunity for the formal 
exposition.of administration.policies. 
From time to time Mr. HOOVER will 
no doubt avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity to discuss» pending issues in 
public addresses, Buf‘day in and 
day out his contact with the public 
will be through the medium of the 
press. This is what makes these 
conferences so important, particu- 
_larly in the American system, which 
affords the administration no ros- 
trum like the Treasury. bench of the 
House of Commons and the Opposi- 
tion no such quizzing place. 

For the President to remain aloof 
from these gatherings, as WILSON 
felt constrained to do. during most of 
his administration, would deprive 
the public of the insight which they 
afford into the workings of govern- 
ment and the development of offi- 
cial policies. For him to go to the 
other extreme and take the public 
into his full confidence at every step 
would be manifestly impracticable, 
particularly when delicate negotia- 
tions were pending, foreign or do- 
mestic. Somewhere in between 
there is a sober mean. The ‘“ White 
House Spokesman ” was an abortive 
attempt to discover it. Often the 
President’ can help the correspon- 
dents to a better understanding of 
contemporary problems if he is re- 
lieved of the restraints imposed by 
the knowledge that he is going to be 
quoted. Occasionally, in response to 
explicit inquiry, he may feel free to 
allow his replies to be given out 
textually. That would be a for- 

‘ ward step.

For instance, it 
actually had the impudence to pre- 
pare.a bill by which it was hoped 
that. witnesses who had given false 
testimony, but -couldn’t be convicted 
of perjury, might be reached and 
punished.

TENURE OF OFFICE. 
In ANDREW JOHNSON’S time. the 


| Senate contended—through the proc- 


ess, of trial-for impeachment—that 
whenever the President appointed 
an official by and with: the advice 
and consent of the Senate he had 
no power to remove unless the 
Senate also consented. Today cer- 
tain Senators are declaring that no 
Cabinet officer can hold over from 
one administration into another 
without having his appointment 
resubmitted and confirmed. Only 
about a year ago the contention of 
the. Senate against President JOHN- 
SON, as expressed in the Tenure of 
Office act, was formally decided by 
the Supreme Court, which held that 
the right to dismiss is inherent in 
the Executive power. But it is not 
likely. either that Secretary MELLON, 
against whom the present agitation 
is directed, will have his title to 
office clouded, or that the Supreme 
Court will ever officially hear of 
the present argument of the anti- 
Mellonites. 

From early times the Senate has 
been jealous of its prerogatives. But 
this is the first time it has ever 
heard from. members the thesis 
that on every quadriennial 4th of 
March an entire list of Cabinet 
names must be submitted for con- 
firmation, even. if the old Cabinet 
is to hold over in a.body. One of 
the reasons the question now arises 
is because, so far as available rec- 
ords reveal, no’ President taking 
office for the first time has ever 
failed to send a complete list of his 
official family to the Senate. When 
@& man is succeeding himself, as 
CALVIN COOLIDGE did in 1925 or 
Wooprow WILSON did in 1917, he 
has often let most of the members 
of his Cabinet‘ continue without the 
sukzaission of names. But the point 
here’ is that Mr. HOOVER comes 
newly to office. The dispute seems 
purely academic, but it is the sort 
of thing which has often interested 
the Senate to the exclusion of major 
business; and in this instance there 
are some Senators who hope to 
make things unpleasant for Secre- 
tary MELLON. oe 

The name of the Secretary of 
Labor, J. J. DAvis, another hold- 
over, was dealt with by President 
Hoover in the same way. He also 
faces the Senate argument, but is 
not the object of the oratorical fire. 
A precedent involving two Cabinet 
Ministers is stronger than a prece- 
dent madé for one only, and there 
is less.temptation thereby to the 
constitutional lawyers in Congress 
to argue over the legality of ser- 
vice... without reappointment and 
confirmation. 

Perhaps the new Attorney‘ Gen- 
eral, Mr. MITCHELL, was, the clever 
person: who thought of this means 
of averting a fight on Secretary 
MELLON’sS. confirmation which nad 
been threatened. At any rate, as 
the .triumph of JOHNSON in the 
Stanton case fixed the principle that 
the power to dismiss is inherent in

r ‘ passivity.” That state of polit- 
ical. quiescence could hardlv be 
associated with the name ~_ the 
record: of Dr. WORK. 

He feels it a special duty to keep 
on being active because he perceives 
that the country is “facing a new 
era in national politics.” Having 
made a close study of the thoughtful 
voters of this country, he has he- 
come aware that not only is there a 
“new political perspective” in our 
public life, but that “an American 
party is forming.” But let not Re- 
publicans be alarmed. This party is 
to be built up “not on the ruins of 
“the Republican. party, but as its 
“superstructure.” This iooks pain- 
fully like the coming of a terrific 
Republican skyscraper. Perhaps it 
will run foul of President HOOVER’S 
fondness for standardization and 
zoning laws. 

Seriously, while no one would put 
anything in the way of Chairman 
Work’s innocent magnifying of his 
own office, in these days when polit- 
ical amusement is rare, it must be 
said that his vision of a party or- 
ganization maintaining itself in great 
activity throughout the four years 
between Presidential elections is cer- 
tain to prove unsubstantial in the 
light of common day. Not even poli- 
ticians can keep up their interest in 
mere party machinery year in and 
year out. As for the general public, 
it will speedily forget. that there.was 
such a thing as a National Com- 
mittee or that it had an illustrious 
Chairman, | 





THE FATHER OF CZECHO- 
SLOVAKIA. 

Czechoslovakia is today celebrat- 
ing the. seventy-ninth anniversary 
of the birth of President MAZARYK. 
Congratulations pouring in from all 
sections of the world are a .meas- 
ure of the international reputation 
which this distinguished man has 
earned. Few statesmen-have done 
more for the new Europe. President 
MAZARYK’S chief aide, Dr. BENES, 
has had the burden of the active 
negotiating which succeeded in 
bolstering up the-nations that were 
born: when Austria-Hungary died. 
But behind BENES has been the 
personality of Professor MAZARYK, 
quiet, firm, far-seeing. His great 
prestige has enabled him to enjoy 
a réle somewhat like that of WASH- 
INGTON—above politics, yet guiding 
political events. He has represented 
the spirit of Czech unity.. His sug- 
gestions have been carried into 
action. 

Brought up under the old Austro- 
Hungarian. Empire, .when FRANZ 
JOSEF was still at the height of his 
personal power, Professor MAZARYK 
early became convinced that the 
association of antagonistic nation- 
alities over which the Hapsburgs 
reigned would not long survive the 
death of the Emperor. As early as 
1882 he allied himself with the 
Czech nationalists and began a cam- 
paign to extend the use of the Czech 
language. His active political career 
did not begin until ten years later, 
when he was for two years a mem- 
ber of the Austrian Parliament. In 
1907 he again was a member, fight- 
ing for the minorities and always 
dreaming of obtaining more power 
for the Czechs. 

The World War gave him §his 
great opportunity. He organized the 
Czechs in the allied countries and in 
the United States. His friendship for 
President WILSON and his’ eminent 
standing in university circles made 
it’ easier for him to bring his ideas 
before the public. When at last the 
Austrian Empire began to crumble, 
and ‘the ineffective successor of the 
proud old Emperor FRANZ JOSEF ab- 
dicated, MAZARYK was called on by 
his fellow-countrymen to be their 
first President. For the last ten 
years he has held this office, his 
energy undimmed by advancing 
years, his reputation enhanced by 
repeated demonstrations of his 
sound judgment and lofty idealism. 

If it be said that President Maza- 
RYK has been fortunate in having the 
loyal support of an energetic, well- 
organized. and capable people, it 
must be borne in mind that he him- 
self did much. to inspire them with 
their present sense of oneness, and

for first. “papers. Heretofore" such 
applicants and declarants have been | 
Jargely to themselves to find a 
way of ‘preparing for. citizenship. 
Some years ago, with the aid of the 
Department of the Interior and the 
Department of ‘Labor, the . names 
and addresses of immigrants were 
got from the census returns or from 
ship manifests for the purpose of 
giving all new arrivals information 
that would be helpful to them in 
learning the language and in be- 
coming acquainted with our his- 
tory, institutions and laws, But the 
changes of address were so rapid 
and general that it was difficult to 
follow them. 

It is now planned to aes plesk: 
ly the men and women who have 
definitely declared their desire and 
purpose to become citizens, to es- 
tablish themselves here and to make 
this the country. of their. children. 
Each one of the 60,000 will receive a 
letter signed by the President of the 
Board of Education and the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, giving the loca- 
tion of the evening schools and day 
classes nearest. their places of resi- 
dence. This letter will be translated 
into the language of the declarant 
and every possible aid and encour- 
agement given in qualifying for nat- 
uralization and ultimately for full 
citizenship..In order to reach the 
latter goal one who has not come up 
through the schools must present as 
a first voter a certificate of literacy. 
To acquire this one must pass the 
test set by the State Education 
Department. 

This patriotic undertaking, now 
carriéd forward through private 
contributions and the cooperation of 
several organizations interested in 
the adult education of the foreign- 
born, is a step. beyond what has 
been already done through the same 
agencies. For two years they made 
the same sort ‘of effort to reach 
directly those who failed in their 
naturalization examinations in Eng- 
lish, in history or in government. 
This work has now. been taken over 
by the Department of Education. 
Under the new plan. applicants will 
be given all possible help in prepar- 
ing for the. first.examinations. The 
Board of Education has approved 
the plan. If it proves successful, the 
board may itself take this over also; 
but private funds have been sought, 
and in considerable part secured, to 
make this important experiment.

HOME ENGINEERING. 


More women are occupied with 
household tasks in this country than 
there are men and women working 
in factories. The latter use stand- 
ardized equipment, and can change 
from one place to another manufac- 
turing similar articles with ease. 
But turn one housewife loose in 
another woman’s kitchen, and she is 
all at sea. Several European coun- 
tries, notably Germany and Sweden, 
have done much standardization 
work on articles and materials used 
in the home. Now the American 
Home Economics Assosiation, com- 
posed of some 9,000 “domestic en- 
gineers” of one kind and another, 
has been admitted to the Standards 
Council of the American Standards 
Association. The latter’s object—to 
standardize such things as will do 
away with duplication of work and 
to serve as a clearing house for in- 
formation—has been adopted whole- 
heartedly by the economics teach- 
ers, housewives and domestic scien- 
tists. They are going to set up 
minimum grades of quality and per- 
formance for household materials 
and appliances, and give all the 
housekeepers in the land ‘definite, 
accurate and understandable infor- 
mation about their tools. 

Women may not be so pleased 
with this program as their sister 
experts think they will be. It 
has sometimes happened that a man, 
knowing how his work is benefited 
by its systematic routine and by the 
uniformity of design and quality of 
tools, has tried to introduce similar 
reforms into his wife’s housekeep- 

ing. Perhaps he has merely sug- 
gested a scheme for saving time or 
a few steps in the kitchen. Yet she 
is as likely as not to scoff at his 
well. meant notions. Some women, 
on the. contrary, have a streak of 
mechanical genius themselves, and 
their scorn for badly designed ranges 
or sinks that are not high enough 
is unbounded. 

One woman’ of this wes pought a 
small aluminum kettle, fitted for 
electric cooking and containing a 
removable tray with six holes for 
boiling eggs. She found fault be- 
cause. the holes were too close to- 
gether to accommodate a half dozen 
egges.. Worse still, the neat little 
wooden handle, which was packed 
inside the kettle and had--to- be 
screwed on the side, had threads 
which turned the wrong way. Every 
time she attempted to pour’ from 
the side the kettle itself remained 
vertical while the handle began to 
unscrew.

He. will be mourned by thousands 
of his fellow-citizens, for although 
Democrats of the Bryan: ‘school were 
wont to link him critically with 
“ MURPHY, GUFFEY ‘and ‘RoGeR SUL- 
LIVAN”. in Convention activities, he 
was a generous man, scrupulous 
about his word, and. active in: the 
growth of his adopted State and 
city. 

In his lifetime he made: Gavernors 
and Senators, at least two Vice 
Presidents and some Presidential 
nominees.. In 1904, when he was 
National Chairman, his move to 
ALTON B, PARKER came strategically 
and ‘with powerful effect. At Balti- 
more, in 1912, when’ Mr. TAGGART 
swung, the nomination of WOODROW 
WILSON followed closely. If the late 
Senator. RALSTON had permitted 
himself to be made an active ‘can- 
didate in 1924, many observers be- 
lieved that TAGGART would have 
made him: the. beneficiary. of. the 
Smith-McAdoo struggle, as indeed 
he greatly helped to make JOHN W. 
DAVis. Of late years he had been 
ill, and his advocacy of EVANS 
WOOLLEN in 1928 suffered from ‘the 
fact that he could not go to Houston 
to garner his usual Vice Presidential 
nomination for Indiana. Now that 
he is dead, many :in national. poli- 
tics will attest that he “ played-the 
game squarely” and that as a con- 
vention floor leader :there was none 
better than TOM TAGGART. 

He held office as Mayor and as 
United States Senator, but. his chief 
prides were party management and 
his hotel properties at French Lick 
Springs. There much national po- 
litical history’ was made, as for 
years State political history was 
made at his Indianapolis hotels, the 
Grand and the Denison. Mr. TAG- 
GART enjoyed every moment of his 
life, and leaves behind him the mem- 
ory of much kindness‘and little mis- 
use of power.

Most trucking and taxi companies here con- 
fine their business to the greater city and 
pay’ well for building and upheep of high- 
ways through city. taxes or rentals and get 
scarcely any benefit, from State highways.

Minnesota Statesman Succumbs 
From Apoplexy at His Home 
in Virginia at 77 Years.

Traveled Rocky Political Road After

Granddaughter From Drowning.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Moses 
Edwin Clapp, who represented Min- 
nesota in the Senate as a Republican 
from Jan. 23, 1901, to March 3, 1917, 
died at his home on Union Farm, 
formerly a part of the old George 
Washington estate, near Accotink, 
Va., a few miles from Mount Vernon, 
today, following a stroke of apo- 
plexy suffered on ‘Washington’s 
Birthday. He was 77 years of age. 

While in the Senate Mr. Clapp 
was associated with the Progressive 
bloc headed by the late Robert H. 
La Follette, and it was on this ac- 
count that he was defeated in the 
primaries in 1916. Frank B. Kellogg, 


the present Secretary of State, was 
the victor that year in a field of 
three candidates, which included the , 


late Representative Charles A. Lind- | 


bergh,. father of Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh, the aviator. 

Mr. Clapp had been in poor health 
in recent years. He practiced law 
in ‘Washington from .1918 to 1923, 
and was the vice president and gen- 
eral counsel of the North American 
Devel. Company, promenone 
with the corporation until recently. 
Mr. Clapp gave his support to the 
La Follette third party movement 
in 1924, and in the idential cam- 
paign of last year accepted a place 
on the advisory council of the Smith 
Independent gue, which was 
made up in the main of Republicans. 

The late Senator suffered a severe 
shock on June 26, 1927, as a result 
of experiences in a daring rescue of 
his 8-year-old granddaughter, Vir- 
ginia Clapp, from drowning in the 
waters of the Potomac.

12 per cent yesterday superseded all 
other considerations on the market, 
and turned an early effort at bid- 
ding-up prices of stocks into a gen- 
eral and in some shares severe de- 
cline. When 12 per cent was touched 
on the 26th of Jast December, it was 
recalled that no such rate had been 
recorded since the mid-year settle- 
ments of 1920. Except for that year 
and the latter half of 1919, it had 
not been reached since the Balkan 
War threw European markets into 
confusion in November, 1912. ‘There 
has been no 12 per cent rate since 
the strain of the year-end settle- 
ments, more than two months ago, 
and March is traditionally an easy- 
money month. The rate went to 15 
per cent in that month of 1920 and 
to 25 in the so-called ‘“‘rich .men’s 
panic’? during March of 1907; other- 
wise, one would have to go back 
nearly a quarter of a century to 
match yesterday’s performance. 

Wall Street professed to be both 
startled and surprised at the money 
market’s action, but there was little 
occasion for either view of it. When 
January and February, the months 
for which exceptionally low money 
rates are customary, witnessed se- 
vere tightening in both call and time 
loah markets, all judicious bankers 
pointed out that March would be a 
trying period, since it is then that 
merchants’ borrowing for Spring 
trade activities begins. It was prob- 
able that, at the same time, many in- 
dustrial companies lending their sur- 
plus fund on the Stock Exchange 
would find need for it in their own 
business. When, in addition, the 
higher London bank rate lately 
called back to Europe foreign ‘money 
loaned in the Wall Street market, 
and private banks were admonished 
by the Federal Reserve to be’ care- 
ful. of their Stock Exchange loans in 
view of the general situation, the 
trend of rates displayed on yester- 
day’s market was a perfectly natural 
sequel. 

All of these causes undoubted- 
ly cooperated yesterday; probably 
they were reinforced by preparation 
for the large requisitions and shift- 
ing of bank resources which come 
with the Treasury’s income-tax col- 
lections and debt financing of the 
15th. But yesterday’s stock market 
appeared at the start to be taking 
no account of such considerations. 
Confronted with an impending sit- 
vation which any one not willfully 
blind should have foreseen, the bid- 


| ding-up of stocks was resumed. in 


several quarters of the market. 
This movement carried up a dozen 
or more separate stocks from 2 to 
5 points; then, when the money 
market tightened, general decline 
began. 

Losses from the earlier high prices 
ranged in active speculative shares 
from 5 points to 17 and 21. There 
was little recovery, the highest call- 
money rate of the day being quoted 
at the last. The bond market also 
yielded, though more slowly, and 
United States Government bonds 
went within % point or so of the 
year’s lowest prices. It was stated 
late in the day that the Treasury’s
